shows other information of interest to users of ABS 
publications. 


Publication prices

The first price given is the ‘over the counter’ price while 
the second includes packaging and postage at ordinary 
rates within Australia, Overseas clients should add 10 per 
cent of the second price to meet the cost of overseas 
surface postage. Airmail rates are available on request. 


4. Where no price is shown the publication is free.

5. Clients who wish to receive free or priced publica- 
tions on a regular basis may use the ABS computerised 
Publications Mailing List(PML) Service. Further details 
and order forms are available from any ABS office.

Data are 
cross-classified by standard demographic and labour force charactertistics.

The publication contains results, for statistical divisions and total New South Wales, of 
a survey conducted throughout Australia in March 1983 on whether households in private 
dwellings had a telephone connected.

This publication contains data on marriages in Queensland previously published in 
Demography, Queensland (3101.3). The publication shows total marriages, rates, numbers and 
percentages of total marriages performed by ministers of religion and civil celebrants; 
marital status, median ages and number in age groups of bridegrooms and brides. 


3305.6 Marriages, Tasmania 
Annual; first issue : 1983; 6pp 


This publication contains data on marriages in Tasmania previously published in Demography 
Tasmania (3101.6). Content includes statistics on religious denomination, age and marital 
status of brides and bridegrooms, 


CHANGES TO ABS PUBLICATIONS IN JANUARY 1985 


Demography, Queensland (3101.3) and Demgraphy, Tasmania (3101.6) 


Both these compendium publications have been discontinued. However, a new series of 
publications covering discrete demographic topics from the 1983 reference period onwards 
is being progressively released by the respective State Offices - see new issues 
Marriages, Queensland, 1983 (3304.3) and Marriages, Tasmania, 1983 (3305.6) mentioned 
above.

OTHER PUBLISHING NEWS IN JANUARY 1985 


Births, Australia 1983 (3301.0) was originally issued on 11 December 1984, However on 15 
January 1985 a corrigendum was issued correcting figures in Table 4 ~ Age Specific Birth 
Rates, State or Territory (Usual Residence), 1983. 


Deaths, Australia 1983 (3302.0), released 16 January 1985 contains for the first time 
statistics presented in respect of the State or Territory of usual residence of the 
deceased, regardless of where in Australia the death occurred. Previously death statistics 
were presented on the basis of the State or Territory where the death was registered. To 
aid comparison between the two series summary statistics on the basis of registration have 
been included in the publication, 


Imports by Commodity Divisions, Australia, November 1984 (5405.0), released 7 January, did 
not contain some import and clearance transactions, due to industrial action in the 


Australian Customs Service. These transactions however, should be included in the December 
statistics. 


Job Vacancies, Australia, November 1984 (6231.0), released 7 January 1985, announced that 
the results of the of the job vacancy surveys conducted since November 1983, not strictly 
comparable with previous surveys, The difference in the surveys is shown in the 
Explanatory notes, paragraphs 2, 3 and 4, 


Award Rates of Pay Indexes, Australia, October 1984 (6312.0), released on 11 January 1985, 
reported that there had been revisions to indexes for earlier months, including some 


changes to hourly rates indexes, due to reductions in standard hours. 


Overtime, Australia, November, 1984 (6330.0), released 8 January 1985, reported that the 
results of overtime surveys, conlucted since November 1983 are not strictly comparable 
with those of previous surveys. Details of difference are shown in the Explanatory notes, 
paraghraph 2 3 and 4. 


Viticulture, Australia 1983-84 (7310.0), released 22 January 1985, contains for the first 
time data on the area of grapevines over 40 years old. 


National Energy Survey; Household Energy Consumption, Australia, 1982-83 (8213.0) was 
originally released on 30 October 1984, However, on 11 January 1985, an addendum to this 


pulications was released containing tables comparing consumption of electricity and 
reticulated gas with type of household. These statistics, although intended for inclusion 
in the original publication, were not available at the time of the original publication's 
release. 


Production Bulletin No. 2 : Clothing and Footwear, Australia, October 1984 (8358.0), 
released on 30 January 1985, announced that the commodity classification used to compile 


production statistics for clothing has been redesigned, and that the revisions are 
effective from July 1984.
